U.S. will stay firm 
in new arms talks 


WASHINGTON (AP) - President Carter 
says 
he’ll 
“ hang tough’’ 
when arm s 
limitation negotiations with the Russians 
begin again in May and that he has no in­ 
tention of dropping his human rights 
crusade. 
The President’s reaction to W ednesday’s 
breakdown of Strategic Arms Limitation 
Treaty negotiations in Mosoow was relaxed 
and he said he was not surprised. 
But he expressed his determination to 
pursue 
a 
major reduction in nuclear 
weapons and declared: “ I will not modify 
my human rights statements. ’’ 
And, despite his expressed desire to end 
the arm s race, he pointedly warned Moscow 
that he will consider intensifying de­ 


velopment of U.S. weapons if he decides 
after negotiations in May that the Soviets 
are not acting ‘ ‘in good faith. ’’ 
The next round of arm s talks is set for 
Geneva in May with Secretary of State 
Cyrus R. Vance and Soviet Foreign Minister 
Andrei 
A. 
Gromyko heading the two 
delegations 
Carter will be in Europe that month, 
attending an economic summit meeting 
with NATO leaders and conferring with 
Syrian 
President 
Hafez 
Assad 
about 
prospects for a negotiated Arab-l-Israeli 
settlement. 
He said he has no intention “at this tim e’’ 
of meeting with Soviet officials then 
After learning of the breakdown in the 


Moscow talks. Carter told congressional 
leaders of his plans to "hang tough” for a 
comprehensive accord that substantially 
reduces the two superpowers’ arsenals. 
And, in an impromptu news conference, 
he told reporters “there was no linkage’’ be­ 
tween his advocacy of human rights in the 
Soviet Union and Kremlin rejection of the 
SALT proposals taken to Moscow by Vance. 
“ But I can’t certify there is no linkage in 
the Soviets' minds,” Carter said 
Regardless, he said he would not modify 
his statements on human rights, which “are 
compatible with the consciousness of this 
country.” 
The President said he intends to "rem ain

Despite a campaign by various evangelical religious 
groups, the National Broadcasting Company says it is 
going ahead with plans to show a six-hour television film, 
“Jesus of Nazareth,” on Palm Sunday and Easter 
Sunday. 
In the face of a threatened boycott of its products, 
however, General Motors has decided that commercial 
sponsorship of a program of this nature would be 
“inappropriate.” 
What seems to have inspired the protests were 
remarks 
by 
the 
film’s 
director, 
noted 
Italian 
moviemaker Franco Zeffirelli, to the effect that in the 
movie he attempted to portray the human Jesus rather 
than the divine Christ. 
We wonder how many of those people who are roundly 
condemning a movie they have never seen — a movie, 
incidentally, whose consultants included the Archbishop 
of Canterbury and representatives of the Vatican and 
which dozens of religious authorities in Eugope have 
praised highly — are aware of how closely their actions 
parallel those of the members of a Black Muslim sect 
who terrorized Washington, D. C. only a couple of weeks 
ago. 
It will be recalled that one of the terrorists’ demands 
was a ban on the showing of a movie on the life of 
Mohammed — a movie they had never seen, either. 
Now, of course, there is a vast and fundamental dif­ 
ference between a letter- writing campaign or a boycott 
and holding people hostage and threatening to kill them. 
The one is an entirely legitimate exericse of the power of 
the penor of the purse; the other is simply a crime. 
Yet a bottom, both are attempts by one group of people 
to dictate what all other people may see. 
However fervently those people who have protested to 
NBC may believe what they believe, however offended 
they may be at the mere thought of a film on television 
which may in some ways be contrary to their beliefs, this 
kind of censorship has always been out of bounds in the 
United States.

INTERSTATE 
The Interstate Highway System has often been com­ 
pared to the building of the pyramids. The difference is 
that the pharoahs eventually finished their projects. 
According to the latest quarterly report of the Federal 
Highway Administration, 89.9 per cent of the system is 
now open to traffic, or more than 38,000 miles out of the 
planned total of 42,500 miles. 
That’s the good news.The bad news is that 37 per cent 
of the total cost of the Interstate System — presently 
estimated at about $100 billion — is still to be funded. In 
the previous quarter, the figure was only 26.9 per cent. 
The increase is due to inflation and the upgrading of 
standards for the newer portions. 
In other words (and ignoring both continued inflation 
and the cost of bringing already completed portions up to 
standard), to build the last 10 per cent of the Interstate 
System will take m ore than half as much money as it 
took to build the first 90 per cent; $37 billion vs. $63 
billion. It’s anybody’s guess what the actual figures will 
be when we get down to the last few miles.

Congressman Investigating Secret 
U.S.-Vietnam Aid Agreement 
by Jack Anderson 
and Les Whitten 


WASHINGTON - Rithard 
Nixon and Henry Kissinger will 
he subpoenaed by the House, if 
that's what it takes to find out 
whether they wrote a secret 
codicil into the 1973 peace agree­ 
ment with North Vietnam. 
In the past, both men have 
denied the existence of any such 
secret accord But one top ILS 
source read us excerpts that he 
had copied from the alleged 
codicil. The key passages con­ 
firm North Vietnamese claims 
that Nixon promised them “post­ 
war construction” aid of at least 
$3.25 billion spread over three 
yean. 
House Asian Affays Chairman 
Lester Wolff, D.-N.Y, has writ­ 
ten privately to both Nixon and 
Kissinger inquiring about the 
codicil. Nixon ignored the letter 
Kissinger sent an evasive reply, 
suggesting that Wolff contact the 
State Dept 
Kissinger told us that Nixon 
had made the $3.25 billion offer 
in a secret letter to North Viet­ 
nam's Premier Pham Van Dong. 
The North Vietnamese abrog­ 
ated the agreement, Kissinger 
said, by their takeover of South 
Vietnam 
Rut according to our source, 
tlie North Vietnamese hclieved 


they had a commitment for im­ 
mediate economic assistance A 
Joint Economic Commission 
began work on the reconstruc­ 
tion effort, but then cloned down 
The North Vietnamese looked 
upon this as a violation of the 
peace agreement and, therefore, 
began preparing for their final 
military offensive, the source 
said 
The secret Nixon letter, he 
said, was actually part of the 
codicil. The State Dept, began 
passing it off as a private, presi 
dential icttef after Congress got 
too inquisitive, he said 
He pointed out that a presiden­ 
tial letter is less binding than a 
formal codicil and, therefore, 
less likely to disturb Congress 
The State Dept could also justify 
withholding presidential papers, 
hut not a secret codicil, from 
Congress. 
The codicil consists of three 
parts, our source said. The main 
document, addressed to I’ham 
Van Dong, offers the con- 
trovestal $125 billion in “grant 
aid " This was prepared before 
the peace treaty was signed in 
Paris but was not formally 
adopted until a week afterward, 
the source said 
Reading from his notes, he 


quoted excerpts from the codicil 
It does not spell out the details of 
the $325 billion reconstruction 
plan except to state. "Other 
forms of aid will be agreed upon 
by the two sides." 
w 
The Joint Economic Commis­ 
sion began to work out these 
details before it was disbanded 
It was agreed that the United 
States, for example, would con­ 
struct an entire steel mill and a 
modem thermal power station 
in North Vietnam 
The North Vietnamese, in 
turn, agreed to spend 85 per cent 
of the aid money in the United 
States, but could spend up to 15 
per cent elsew here. The 
purchases from America were 
supposed to include pre-fab 
housing, cement, sheet glass, 
plumbing and other construction 
material. 
Wolff wants to establish ex­ 
act ly what secret commitments 
were made to North Vietnam. 
Then he would like to determine 
how much of the promised aid 
might be covered by the military 
construction that the United 
States abandoned in Vietnam 
But for many Americans, the 
big question is whether Nixon 
and Kissinger made a secret 
deal with Hanoi behinc^ their 
backs Wolff has sought unsuc­ 
cessfully to get the Nixon codicil 
or letter from the State Dept 
Our source says the original is 
mysteriously missing from the 
files 
Meanwhile, the frustrated 
Wolff plans to seek permission 
from the House leadership to 
subpoena both Nixon and 
Kissinger The former president, 
after all. has made unsworn 
statements for David Frost’s TV 
special for an estimated $600.000

While the board said recent tests of 180,000 fourth and sixth 
grade students showed their reading abilities are better than 
many expected, members said strong emphasis on reading must 
continue. 


\Home insurance hike expected 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo. (AP) — Homeowners insurance rates 
would increase by 8 per cent beginning Friday if insurers in 
Missouri follow the recommendations of a private insurance 
rating firm. 
State Insurance Division officials said the recommendations of 
the Insurance Services Office of Missouri are expected to be 
adopted by its 200 members. A number of the other 150 firms 
selling home insurance in the state may follow suit, officials 
added. 
But a spokesman said the division plans to review the proposed 
increases to protect homeowners from any discrimination. The 
state division does not set rates but can influence them if it finds 
proposed increases unfair. 
The proposed increase follows substantial hikes in each of the 
past three years including a 24 per cent boost last year and 13 per 
cent hike in 1975. 


Berserk pilot kills 8 persons 


ZAMBOANGA, The Philippines CAP) — The pilot of a char­ 
tered airliner carrying military men on leave went berserk 
during the flight today, stepped out of the cockpit and opened fire 
with an automatic rifle, killing seven passengers and a 
stewardess, authorities said. 
Other crewmembers and passengers aboard the twin-engine 
DC3 overpowered Capt. Ernesto Abuloc, officials said, and copi­ 
lot Rolando Suarez landed the plane in this southern Philippine 
dty.

He spent last summer jog­ 
ging on the beaches near his 
southern California home and 
wondering if he would get an­ 
other chance. The Giants sent 
him to the Arizona winter in­ 
structional league, where he 
batted .311 and was on his way. 
" I hadn’t tried to hit a base­ 
ball in six months, but it all 
came back to me,” Elliott said. 
“ I knew if I didn’t have a heck 


of a spring training I’d be back 
in Triple A ball. I figured this 
was my last time around to get 
a chance to make the big 
leagues.”

Wet, warm spring may 
ease drought in Midwest 


PEO RIA , 111. (AP) - Some 
Illinois counties seeking federal 
disaster aid because of the pro­ 
longed drought w ere partly un­ 
der w ater today as the dry 
spell ended dram atically only 
weeks from spring planting 
P ra irie soils throughout the 
M idwest a re fast soaking up 
the m oisture they’ve lacked for 
the past year, building up sub­ 
surface reserves needed if the 
nation’s 
corn 
and 
soybean 
crops a re to survive a renew ed 
drought this sum m er. 
M eanwhile, Agronomist Louis 
Thom pson of Iowa S tate Uni­ 
versity said the heavy rainfalls 
a re soggy proof that the w an­ 
dering jet stream which has 
been diverting rain aw ay from 
the w estern half of the United 
States is back in place, at least 
tem porarily. 
“ T here is no question but the 
circulation pattern that caused 
the drought has changed," said 
Thompson, associate dean of 
agriculture who predicted the

ago. 
“W hether this is perm anent or 
not, no one can tell,” 
About five weeks ago, the jet 
stream returned to its norm al 
p attern, straight through the 
heart 
of 
the United States. 
Thom pson said in a telephone 
interview. 
Je t stream is a term for 
strong winds, 150 to 200 m iles 
an hour, that develop at about 
30,000 feet altitude, Thompson 
said In recent months, perhaps 
because of influence of sun

W ASHINGTON (AP) - With 
two exceptions, total crime re* 
ported in the larger cities of 
Missouri and Kansas showed an 
over all decrease for 1976 from 
1975, according to a report re­ 
leased by the FBI.

rejected the so-called "truth in 
repair" bill. 
Gov. Joseph Teasdale, mean­ 
while, signed into law a meas­ 
ure temporarily reducing the 
required number of days public 
schools must hold classes to be 
eligible for state aid. 
At the sam e time, the Senate 
forwarded to Teasdale the third 
bill passed this session provid­ 
ing free license plates for dis­ 
abled veterans. 
The public financing measure 
would avoid the situation where 
candidates get money from pri­ 
vate sources who may later try 
to influence them, according to 
Democratic Floor Leader Joe 
Holt of Fulton. 
“Election of people not bound 
to special interests is a high 
goal of government and this is 
one of the better ways of doing 
that, 1 believe," Holt added. 
Under his proposal, which 
only 
narrowly 
cleared 
the 
House and still needs final ap­ 
proval, Missourians would be 
able to allocate one dollar of 
their state income tax to fi­ 
nance campaigns. The plan is 
sim ilar to the system used by 
the federal government to fi­ 
nance presidential campaigns 
One-fourth 
of 
the 
money 
would go to finance the gover­ 
nor’s races and the rest would 
be evenly divided among the 
other five state offices. If can­ 
didates agree to accept the 
public funding, a candidate for 
governor could spend no more 
than $450,000 in his campaign 
and candidates for the other of­ 
fices no more than $200,000 
Candidates who refuse the pub­ 
lic funds would not be limited 
in the amount they could spend.

claimed it would end a candi­ 
date’s need to "sell his soul" to 
raise enough money to run a 
statewide campaign, while crit­ 
ics said only giving the money 
to Republican and Democratic 
candidates would discriminate 
against minor party candidates 
and might be unconstitutional 
The "truth in repair" bill, 
sponsored by Sen.

School districts would have to 
recover only eight of the days 
they lost during the bitter cold 
and heavy snows of January 
and February under the bill, 
sponsored by Sen. Emory Melt­ 
on, R-Cassville The legislature 
deemed the bill an emergency 
and it goes into effect with Tea- 
sdale's signature 
The Senate gave approval to 
a number of other measures 
and sent them to the House for

them was a bill restricting the 
noise which may be made by 
motorboats operating on cer­ 
tain bodies of w ater in the 
state. 
In the House, the $70 million 
emergency appropriations bill 
gained tentative approval, but 
financing for two state office

al tax funds and $1 million in 
federal revenue sharing to com­
